It shall be the duty of said county commis-
gioners, to see that said bonds are faithfully applied, for the
purpose herein specified and none other, and they shall
have authority to negotiate said bonds as they deem best
for the interests of the county. Provided, That they shall
not negotiate the same at less than their par value.
